Bad Handling of Stallions. | 
Vicious stallions are getting to 
be a thing of the past in this coun- 
try. Not many years ago it was 
not an unusual thing to hear of 
stallions in almost any neighbor- 
hood that could not be handled, 
except, perhaps, by some expert or 
dare-devil horseman who would 
conquer them by brute forte and. 
then keep them under subjection 
by treating them like you would 
wild beasts. Matters have changed’ 
considerably within the past twen- 
ty-five years in regard to handling 
stallions. Horsemen know more 
than they did then, and are put- 
ting their knowledge into practical 
use. The bad dispositions of stall- 
ions, are generally acquired, and 
the greatest cause for all of it is 
the crue) manner in which the ani- 
mals are treated. Years.ago the 
name thoroughbred in connection 
with a stallion meant a “man-eater” 
er something worse. Now the 
most tractable and docile stallions 
to be found are those Which carry 
the purest blood in their veins. 
All this has been brought about by 
proper handling. It is not an un- 
common thing to see some of the 
very best-bred stallicns in the 
country used as family driving 
horses between breeding séasons, 
safe enough for the women or 
children to drive on any occasion. 
Whenever you see a bad-disposi- 
tioned, vicious stallion you can 
look around for grooms that ure 
about of the same turn of mind, or 
else do not understand handling a ! 
horse of this kind. There is no 
more need of a stallion becoming 
unmanagable than for any other 
kind of a horse, if it is treated as 
it should be. | 


A Horse in Spectacles. 

There isno doubt that horses are 
occasionally so short-sighted as to 
make them bad ehyers, and other- 
wise more or less dangerous on the 
road. Of one of these, and the ad- 
vantage of using spectacles for his 
eyes, we find the following amus- 
ing account inan English paper: 
His owner had his eyes examined 
by an occulist, who decided that he 
would require concave glasses, and 
accordingly got a pair and fitted 
them on the horse’s head. At first 
he was a little surprised, but 
rapidly showed signs of the keen- 
est pleasure, and would stand all 
the morning looking over the half 
door of the stable with his specta- 
cles on, gazing around with keen 
enjoyment, and when taken out 
for driving his manner changed 
entirely from his former timidity. 
If pastured without his spectacles 
he hangs about the gate whinny- 
ing in a plaintive minor key. If 
the spectacles are then replaced, he 
kicks up his heels and scampers up 
and down the pasture with su- 
preme delight.

from it and faith in its chances of

SAMUEL JELLY 
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LITTLE PEOPLE. . 
The Latest Information Regarding the 
7 Pigmy Races of Men. 

A lecture was given recently at the 
[Royal Institution, London, by Professor 
Flower, C. B., F. R. S., the Director of 
the Natural History Departments of the 
(British Museum, on The Pigmy Races 
of Men.” 

Various classical authors Homer, He- 
rodot us, Aristotle, Ctesias, Pliny and 
others were cited to show the wide-spread 
belief in the existence of races of human 
beings of exceedingly diminutive stature, 
and to which the name of Pigmy was 
given. 

Extension of knowledge of the natural 
products of the earth and a more critical 
spirit on the part of authors led to at- 
tempts to explain this belief, and the dis- 
covery of races of monkeys, of the doings 
of which more or less fabulous stories 
were often reported by travelers, gener- 
ally sufficed the commentators and natur- 
alists of the last century for this purpose, 

Recently acquired information as to the 
actual condition of the human population 
of the globe has, however, led to a revi- 
sion of the ideas upon the subject, and M. 
de Quatrefages, the eminent professor of 
anthropology at Paris, has éspecially care- 
fully examined and collated all the evi- 
dence bearing upon the question, and de- 
voted much ingenuity to prove that the 
two localities in which the ancient au- 
thors appear to place their Pigmies, the 
interior of Africa and the southernmost 
parts of Asia, and the characters they as- 
sign tothemindicatean actual knowledge 
of the existence of the two groups of small 
people who still inhabit‘ those regions, 
and whose history formed the subject of 
the lecture. 

The Andaman Islands in the Indian 
Ocean are inhabited by a race of great in- 
terest to the anthropologist. The inhabi- 
tants do not cultivate ‘the ground nor 
keep any domestic animals, but they have 
a rude kind ‘of hand-made pottery, and 
make vessels for holding water out of the 
hollow stems of bamboos; they also make 
excellent fishing nets and baskets. They 
are perfect swimmers and divers and ex- 
pert at managingcanoes, Their princt- 
pal weapon is the bow and arrow, but 

_they also usespears, harpoons,etc. They 
have no metals, and appear not to know 
how to produce fire, though they always 
preserve it carefully as they rarely eat 
any food whichis not cvoked. They live 
chiefly on wild pigs, birds, turtles, fish, 
wild fruits, roots and seeds, larve of in- 
sects, and honey, and drink nothing but 
water. 

One of the most distinctive physical 
features of the Andamanese is their dim- 
inutivesize, Accurate measurements of 
a large number have been made, showing 
that the average height of the men is 4ft. 
9in., that of the women 4ft. 6in. The 
color of their skin is dark, almost black, 
their hair is exceedingly closely curled or 
“frvizzly,” and their heads are of the short 
round type. The great interest of the 
Andamanese natives is that they are the 
only remaining pure specimens of a race 
of small stature, dark color, and frizzly 
hair which appear to be the earliest in- 
habitants of alarge part of Southern Asia, 
including India, Siam, Cochin China, and 
all the islands of the Indo-Malayan Archi- 
pelago—a racoto which the name of Ne- 
grito has been given. 

Passing tothe continent of Africa, we 
find inthesouthernmost parts well-known 
Bosjesmen, or Bushmen, exhibitinga very 
peculiar modification of the Negro type. 
Their average height is very much the 
same as that of the Andamanese, and they 
have the same very crisply curled short 
black hair, but in many other respects 
they are widely different. 

Separated from them, both geographi- 
cally and in physical characters, are a pe- 
culiar race of very little people called by 
Hamy Negrillos, who are found living in 
scattered communities among those of 
the ordinary full-sized Negroes nearly all 
across thecontinent of Africa, within a 
few degrees of either side of the Equator. 
Unless these were the real Pygmiesof the 
Greeks, our first knowledge of them is 
due to Andrew Battell, in his interesting 
and apparently truthful deseription ot the 
Loango coast, written in the end of the 
16th century. His accounts were corrob- 
orated by Du Chaillu, Stanley and others. 

Tothisgroupof people belong the Ak- 
kas, who live a short distance to the right 
of Lake Albert Nyanza, discovered by 
Schweinfurth in 1870, and more recently 
investigated by Emin Pasha, from whose 
letters some extracts were read by the lec- 
turer. These appeared to be really the 
smallest race known, full- grown men and 
women being often not more than 4ft. 
high. 

Though so small in stature they are ac- 
tive and courageous, great hunters of 
elephants, and use the bow and arrows 
with the same dexterity as their cousins, 
the Negritoes of Asia, It is surprising 
that they have contrived to maintain 
their independent existence, though prob- 
ably in gradually diminishing numbers, 
in the midst of powerful tribes of larger 
stature; for all the existing evidence 
pointstotheir being the descendantsof 
the earliest inhabitants of the continent 
of which we have any knowledge. 

Our information about them is, how- 
ever, at present very scanty, and a fuller 
investigation intotheir characters, habits, 
customs, traditions and language would 
well repay the labor spent upon it.
